In  1961  a  student  club  for  mechanical  engi- 
neers was  established.  That  club  evolved  into  the 
student  section  for  the  American  Society  of 
Mechanical  Engineers  (ASME)  when  the  School 
chartered  its  first  section  in  1971.  From  the  begin- 
ning, the  group  has  been  an  active  one  on  the 
campus  of  WNEC.  Dan  Sutula  '90,  president  of 
ASME  this  past  year,  believes  that  the  ASME  is  an 
extremely  valuable  asset  to  engineers.  Tim  Mazzer 
'82  looks  back  at  his  ASME  experience  as  a 
window  to  the  real  world — the  world  of  work.

Tim  Mazzer  '82  speaks  proudly  about  the 
enthusiasm  present  in  the  group  in  the  early  '80s. 
"We  had  a  tightly  knit  group  of  30-35  members 
from  1980  through  1982  and  I'm  still  in  contact 
with  many  of  them."  Tim  was  a  member  of  the 
group  for  three  years  and  president  during  his 
senior  year  He  explains,  "We  held  meetings  every 
two  weeks.  We  went  on  tours  of  local  companies 


such  as  Milton  Bradley,  Hamilton  Standard,  and 
Digital  Equipment  Corporation,  held  fund-raisers 
such  as  car  washes,  and  had  guest  speakers  come 
in."  Tim  found  the  tours  the  most  interesting,  "You 
got  to  sec  the  real  world —  1  mean  what's  going  on 
in  the  working  world." 

Alan  Karplus,  associate  professor  of  mechani- 
cal engineering,  was  advisor  of  the  group  at  the 
time.  He  also  advises  the  group  presently  and  has 
since  1986.  At  each  of  the  meetings  they  would 
have  a  guest  speaker  or  a  movie.  They  also  com- 
peted regionally  in  the  Bendix  Competition.  This 
competition  involved  accumulating  points  during 
the  year  for  meetings,  tours,  and  special  events. 
Then  at  a  conference  at  the  end  of  the  year,  one 
student  would  give  a  paper  Prizes  were  then 
awarded.  Tim  remembers,  "We  competed  at  Tufts 
and  at  U.R.I.  During  my  senior  year  our  paper 
placed  third!"  Tim  adds,  'These  contests  gave  us 
confidence.  We  competed  against  much  bigger 
schools,  in  size  and  money,  and  we  always  did 
well.  Wc  learned  that  other  schools  weren't  learn- 
ing more  than  wc  were.  Wc  learned  that  WNEC 
was  special,  wanner,  and  there  was  much  more 
faculty  contact  here.  It  gave  us  a  lift." 

Tim,  who  lives  in  Pilisfield,  MA,  with  his  wife, 
Ellen,  and  eleven-monlh-old  daughter,  Ashley, 
feels  the  best  pan  of  the  club  was  getting  everyone 
together  on  a  semi-social  basis.  'The  club  was  aca- 
demic, but  it  was  a  social  organization  too.  It 
brought  us  all  closer  together.  Everyone  pulled  for 
everyone  else.  It  was  very  family  oriented." 

A  lead  engineer  at  General  Electric  Ordnance 
Systems  in  Pittsfield,  Tim  believes  the  experience 
he  gained  being  a  member  in  ASME  at  WNEC  is 
invaluable.

This  year 
the  presentation  took  place  at  U.R.I,  in  April.  Dan 
says,  "This  was  the  best  activity  that  I  attended.  It 
was  an  opportunity  to  see  a  WNEC  student  com- 
pete against  the  best  schools  and  fare  exceptionally 
well." 

Several  alumni  have  visited  the  campus  as 
guest  speakers  or  have  arranged  tours.  "In  fact," 
says  Dan,  "Joe  Wolfe  ['85]  was  a  guest  presenter  at 
one  of  our  meetings  this  year."  Dan  asks,  "If  there 
are  any  engineering  alumni  that  can  contribute  to 
the  student  section  via  plant  tours,  technical 
presentations,  or  just  feedback,  the  club  would  be 
receptive  and  grateful."

Ii  wa.s  a  crowded,  bustling  place,  with  three 
desks,  inches  apart  in  the  front  room,  li  wa.s  ihere  thai 
I  met  Dave  Anderson,  the  direcior  of  alumni  iiffair^. 

1  began  working  with  Dave  at  die  Alumni  Ofliee 
the  following  day.  We  had  space  in  the  biiscniciu,  and 
we  joked  about  being  an  "underground  operaiion."  Ai 


that  lime,  nearly  all  our  records  were  done  manually, 
and  even  the  smallest  of  jobs  seemed  to  take  up  many 
hours. 

It  was  dtflicult  in  die  early  ycitrs.  but  Dave  made  it 
all  wordiwhilc-  He  always  seemed  io  be  able  lo  envision 
the  future  and  what  our  eflbns  would  bring.  He  never  let 
me  forget  dial  the  value  of  my  diploma  was  proportional 
to  the  support  and  goodwill  of  the  Western  New 
England  College  alumni, 

I  spent  my  entire  four  years  ai  WNEC  working  wiUi 
Dave.  In  facl, !  recjuesied  each  year  to  be  placed  under 
his  direction.  In  thai  time  period.  1  was  fortunate  to  he 
pan  of  Dave's  accomplishments  jiid  the  explosive 
growdi  of  (lie  Ofriec  of  Alumm  Affairs,  and  what  was 
conuibuied  lo  campus  life.  By  die  lime  of  my  graduation 
in  I9K-4.  I  wiinesscd  Dave  c<impuieri/fng  operations, 
increasing  alumni  parlieipafioii  [)liysjcal!y,  tinantiall)' 
and  eaiolionally  in  campus  programs,  a  huge  expansion 
in  die  phonalhons.  and  cnhanuin^  the  educaUoii  and 
growth  of  an  emerging  mstuuiion.  Thi-  campus  cenier 
doubled  in  size  and  services  ollere^l,  and  with  the 


addition  of  D' Amour  Library.  Western  New  England 
College  exploded  into  the  inid-80s  with  cniiing  edge 
educational  advantages. 

Dave  Anderson  was  a  integral  part  of  my  higher 
education,  and  the  education  of  many  of  my  peers.

How  The  Westerner 
Was  Won 

There  has  been  a  student  newspaper  at  the 
School  since  November  1935  with  the  appearance  of 
^e  Nor' easier.  The  present  day  Westerner  has  come 
a  long  way,  evolving  through  the  years  from  a  one 
page  mimeograph  to  a  very  small  newsletter  to  an 
award-winning  publication.  Brenda  Marsian  '91, 
editor-in-chief  of  The  Westerner  for  the  past  two 
years,  says  that  being  a  part  of  the  paper  has  been  a 
most  ch^enging  and  perfect  learning  experience. 
Tom  Kennedy  '65  is  proud  to  be  remembered  as  the 
originator,  reporter,  editor,  and  publisher  of  a  very 
small  student  newsletter  in  1959,  the  first  in  a  series 
of  alternatives  to  the  campus  publication  then  knovm 
as  Western  New  England  College  News. 


Tom  Kennedy  '65 
MANAGEMENT 

In  1959.  Tom  Kennedy  "65  scuttled  out  of  class 
at  10  p.m.  and  raced  around  to  catch  other  students 
emptying  out  of  classrooms.  His  purpose?  To  hand 
out  a  simple  mimeographed  sheet  with  school  news 
on  it  —  one  of  the  several  College  newsletters  that 
eventually  evolved  into  the  pnsscnl  Westerner.  There 
was  no  staff,  just  Tom  staying  late  to  use  the  type- 
writer, publishing  editions  at  different  intervals 
during  the  year.  Tom  remembers,  "Andy  [Dean 
Mulcahy)  had  told  me  that  I  wrote  extremely  well. 
When  I  suggested  to  him  writing  a  school  newslet- 
ter, he  said.  'Go  ahead,  you're  the  editor!'" 

A  teacher  for  more  than  26  years.  Tom  received 
his  B.B.A.  in  Management  from  WNEC  in  1965.  He 
remembers.  "I  went  to  WNEC  evenings  because  I 
had  one  brother  and  tliree  sisters  going  to  otlier 
colleges  full-lime.  While  my  dad  was  a  janilor  and 
my  mom  a  homemaker,  they  sacrificed  material 
goods  for  the  real  important  value — education  for 
(heir  five  children." 

Tom  presently  teaches  science  at  an  elementary 
school  in  South  Hadley.  He  has  many  hobbies. 
Among  his  loves  are  public  speaking,  poetry,  namre.

He  always  loved  to  write.  In  fact, 
this  pasl  May  he  had  his  first  book  of 
poems.  Peace.  Love  and  Joy.  pub- 
lished by  Winslon-Derek  Publishers, 
Inc.  He's  also  busy  writing  several 
other  books  including  one  on  basket- 
ball.

1  'm  proud  thai  for  two  years  a 
group  of  students  put  out  an  award  winning  newspa- 
per— all  by  ourselves."  The  Westerner  won  first 
place  in  the  Columbia  Scholastic  Press  Association 
Awards  contest  for  Fall  1989.

"I'm  a 
Springfield 
native.  I  gradu- 
ated from 
Central  High 
School  in  1932 
and  entered  the 
Springfield  Divi- 
sion of  North- 
eastern Univer- 
sity in  Septem- 
ber of  1934. 1 
would  walk 
about  a  mile  and 
a  quarter  from 
my  home  on  Jef- 
ferson Avenue  in 
Springfield's 
North  End  to 
class  ai  the  old 


YMCA  building  on  Chestnut  Street  and  back 
again.  Chestnut  Street  was  mainly  residential  then 
and  I  could  hear  the  Amos  "n  Andy  radio  show  out 
the  windows  of  homes  as  I  walked  to  class. . ." 

"When  I  was  in  high  school  I  was  an  indiffer- 
ent student.  Then  I  got  to  Northeastern  and  I  was 
paying  my  own  way.  It  made  a  difference.  I  was 
always  an  honor  student.  I  was  a  member  of  the 
student  council  for  awhile  and  Epsilon  Phi  Sigma 
fraternity.  I  graduated  in  1940  with  a  major  in  en- 
gineering and  business." 

"I  earned  $14  a  week  working  full-time  at 
Westinghouse  at  the  time  I  went  lo  school.  I  would 
give  half  to  my  parents  for  room  and  board.  The 


rest  of  the  money  I  spent  on  tuition  [$150  a  year  in 
1936)  and  books  [which  averaged  $30  a  year]. 

■'Initially  I  woriced  straight  from  6  a.m.  to  1 
p.m.  Then  my  shift  changed  to  7  a.m.  to  3  p.m. 
Classes  were  from  7  to  9  at  night.  We  used  to  get 
tired  by  the  evening.  I  remember  sitting  in  chemis- 
try lab  and  hearing  a  crash.  A  student  was  asleep 
and  had  fallen  off  the  lab  stool.  Sometimes  we 
would  have  special  demonstrations  or  tours  after 
class.  Bui  it  was  hard  to  gel  enthusiastic  about  an 
electric  power  station  ai  9:30  at 
night. . ." 

"I  remember  the 
flood  of  1936.  The 
school  shut  down  for  a 
while.  Water  came  up 
Dwighl  Street.  There 
were  no  electric  lights. 
The  Hotel  Kimball  next 
door  to  the  Y  building  on 
Chestnut  Street  had  its  own 
power  plant  to  run  its 
elevator.  After  a  week  or  ten 
days,  we  were  told  lo  report 
for  class.  As  I  came  down 
Chestnut  Street  I  looked  up. 
There  was  a  wire  strung  from 
the  Hotel  Kimball  to  the  Y 
building,  and  there  was  one 
light  on  in  each  classroom." 

"I  was  invited  to  speak  at 
my  commencement.  It  came  at  a 
very  bad  time.  I  was  trying  to 
finish  my  thesis  and  prepare  for 
finals.  It  was  a  hectic  time  and  I 
didn't  want  to  give  any  talk  about 
how  you're  fit  for  life  now  and  you 
can  go  out  into  the  world.  I  wrote  my  thesis  on  the 
economic  aspects  of  television.  So  I  worked  up  a 


speech  about  television,  but  1  didn't  think  it  would 
be  accepted.  It  wasn't  a  commencement  type  talk. 

"Westinghouse  had  put  on  a  television  demon- 
stration at  the  New  York  World's  Fair  in  1939.  It 
had  a  mechanical  man  and  a  mechanical  dog  on 
television.  I  indicated  il  [television]  would  be  a  tre- 
mendous influence  in  our  lives.  The  fact  that  you 
could  reach  so  many  people  visually.  I  didn't  an- 
ticipate that  it  would  end  up  being  soap  operas  and 
sitcoms.  Who  could  have?" 

"At  commencement,  Mr.  Churchill 
[John  Churchill,  Director  of  Spring- 
field Northeastern]  introduced  me  as 
'a  thoroughbred  for  the  long  haul.'  I 
got  quite  a  bit  of  ribbing  for  that. 
Mr.  Churchill  was  very  fiowery  in 
his  speech.  He  should  have  been  a 
politician.  The  school  was  his  life 
and  his  life  was  the  school's." 
Frank  started  working  at 
Westinghouse  Electric  Company 
in  1934.  He  worked  in  the  re- 
frigeration department  on  the 
automatic  defrost  process  and 
development  of  two-door  re- 
frigerators, in  the  service  de- 
parttnent,  and  in  quality  con- 
trol. He  was  also  superinten- 
dent of  manufacturing  for 
portable  appliances.  The 
whole  Springfield  operation 
closed  down  in  1970.  Frank 
had  worked  at  Westing- 
house for  35  years.  At  age 
55.  he  then  went  to  work  for 
E.B  Atmus  Company,  an  industrial  supply 
company.  Frank  did  everything  at  the  company 
from  purchasing  and  selling  to  billing  and  pricing. 
He  retired  in  1985. 


First  College 
Symphony  Night  a 
Rousing  Success 


On  February  10th,  the  Springfield  Symphony 
Orchestra  performed  an  entire  evening  of  Mozart. 
What  made  the  occasion  special  was  the  200 
Western  New  England  College  students  and  the 
100  College  alumni  and  faculty  members  who 
attended. 

As  a  member  of  the  Marketing  Association,  I 
was  appointed  liaison  to  the  Springfield  Symphony 
and  organizer  of  the  event.  I  was  excited  by  the 
overwhelming  response  of  the  students.  We  gave 
away  215  tickets  for  the  symphony  in  under  four 
hours;  far  more  and  faster  than  we  had  ever 
expected.  In  addition  there  was  solid  support  from 
the  alumni  and  faculty,  who  bought  the  nearly  100 
tickets  inducing  the  Springfield  Symphony  to 
donate  the  2 1 5  free  rickets  to  Western  New 
England  College  students. 

I  can't  say  that  everyone  was  enthusiastic 
about  this  event  beforehand.  We  had  planned  it  for 
months,  and  more  often  than  not,  the  response 
firora  people  had  been,  "You  won't  get  more  than 
20  students  to  go." 


The  criUcs  were  quickly  silenced,  however,  by 
the  tremendous  success  of  an  event  that  was  only  a 
trial  run.  To  get  200  students  together  lo  do 
anything  is  tough  enough,  the  fact  that  so  many 
chose  to  go  to  the  symphony  was  exciting.  It  was  a 
great  change  of  pace  for  the  students  and  plans  for 


other  nights  at  the  symphony  are  under  way.  In 
fact,  next  year's  WNEC  Symphony  Night  will  be 
on  February  9.  If  you're  interested  in  participating, 
just  call  the  Springfield  Symphony  box  office  for 
tickets  and  let  them  know  you  are  a  WNEC  alum.

Softball  Team 
Provides  Highlight  of 
Spring  Season 

The  Softball  team,  under  the  guidance  of 
head  coach  Eric  Geldart,  compiled  a  24-9  record 
and  earned  berths  in  the  NAIA  District  5  (New 
England)  and  Eastern  Collegiate  Athletic  Con- 
ference (ECAC)  tournaments.  The  Golden  Bears 
made  it  to  the  championship  game  in  the  NAIA 
playoffs,  before  dropping  a  5-3  decision  to  St. 
Joseph's  College. 

Sophomore  outfielder  Denise  Forth  was  on  a 
torrid  hitting  pace  all  season,  compiling  a  team- 
leading  .407  batting  average.  She  has  also  shat- 
tered the  WNEC  single-season  record  for  runs 
batted  in  with  47.  The  old  record  was  set  in  1985 
by  Laurie  Matochik  '86. 

Junior  catcher  Maggie  Anischik  also  pro- 
vided power  in  the  middle  of  the  lineup  with 
three  homers  and  29  RBIs,  while  finishing  with  a 
.312  batting  mark.  Sophomore  hurler  Teresa 
Schiavone  finished  with  an  18-7  record  and  a 
stingy  1.93  earned  run  average. 

The  Golden  Bear  baseball  team  finished  with 
a  disappointing  11-12  record.  Senior  pitcher 
Dave  Baumann  was  responsible  for  many  of  the 
WNEC  wins  with  an  impressive  7-1  record  and 
1.75  ERA.  He  struck  out  an  amazing  102  batters 
in  just  67  innings  of  work. 


Sophomore  first  baseman  John  Gray  had  a 
hot  bat  all  season.  He  has  compiled  a  .431 
batting  average,  the  second  consecutive  season 
he  has  been  over  the  .400  mark.  Senior  shortstop 
Jerry  Byers  came  off  an  early  season  injury  to  hit 
.333,  while  sophomore  outfielder  Ed  Azzaro  had 
a  .312  batting  average  and  led  the  team  with  ten 
stolen  bases. 

The  lacrosse  team  finished  with  an  8-4 
record,  good  enough  for  second  place  in  the 
Pilgrim  League.  Sophomore  Alex  Pappas  led  the 
team  in  scoring  with  34  goals  and  12  assists.  Pat 
McCusker  was  next  with  1 1  goals  and  25  assists. 
At  the  conclusion  of  the  season,  seniors  Joe 
Bruno  and  Craig  Mason  were  named  to  the 
Pilgrim  League  All-Star  team. 

TTie  women's  tennis  team,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  coach  Barbara  Hanofee,  finished  its  first 
season  of  play  with  an  0-6  mark.  The  team  was 
led  by  senior  Remi  Smit,  who  played  the  number 
one  singles  position  most  of  the  year;  senior  Kim 
Kenney;  and  junior  Rosaleen  Cardillo.  The  team 
will  switch  it's  playing  season  to  fall  semester 
beginning  in  September. 

The  men's  golf  team  finished  with  a  3-1 
record  and  finished  diird  in  the  NAIA  District 
playoffs  at  the  end  of  the  season.  The  team  also 
placed  10th  out  of  18  teams  in  the  Massachusetts 
Intercollegiate  Championships  this  spring,  their 
best  finish  ever.

WNEC  Hurler  Hopes  to  Throw  Strikes 
in  Major  Leagues 


Yankees.  Red  Sox.  Dodgers. 

How  many  of  you  conjured  up  images  of 
playing  for  one  of  those  teams,  or  any  other  Major 
League  team,  when  playing  Little  League  baseball. 
If  you  kept  playing  and  reached  the  high  school  or 
college  ranks  you  still  had  the  dream,  but  under- 
stood that  it  probably  would  never  be  realized.  For 
ever^'  young  player  that  laces  up  a  pair  of  spikes 
and  takes  his  place  on  the  diamond,  only  a  select 
few  even  gel  to  first  base  in  their  field  of  dreams. 

Western  New  England  College  grad  Dave 
Baumann  '90  is  on  first  base.  To  be  more  precise, 
he's  in  Great  Falls,  Montana,  after  being  drafted  by 
the  Los  Angeles  Dodgers  in  June. 

For  the  past  four  seasons,  the  6'1"  Baumann 
has  been  the  ace  of  the  Golden  Beare'  pitching 
staff,  compihng  a  21-5  record  during  that  time.  In 
1990.  he  finished  with  a  7-1  record,  1.75  earned 
run  average,  and  an  incredible  102  strikeouts  in  67 
innings.  He  owns  the  NCAA  and  NAIA  records  for 
most  strikeouts  in  a  nine-inning  game  when  he  K'd 
22  Curry  College  baiters,  while  yielding  jusi  one 
hit. 

Those  numbers  commanded  attention.  At 
various  games  throughout  die  year,  as  many  as  five 
scouts  would  appear  from  the  paricing  lot,  their 
suitcases  containing  radar  guns  dangling  at  their 
sides.  They  would  set  up  camp  behind  the  backstop 
and  watch  the  young  hurler's  every  move. 

"I  tried  not  to  pay  attention  to  the  scouts," 
Dave  says.  "Il  made  me  nervous  at  first,  but  then  I 
just  started  pitching  and  concentrating  on  the  game 
and  slopped  worrying  about  what  they  thought  of 
the  way  I  was  throwing." 

As  the  season  drew  on  and  Dave  realized  that 
there  was  a  good  chance  that  he  would  be  selected 
in  the  draft,  he  had  the  added  pressure  of  making  a 
career  choice.  Despite  his  love  of  baseball  and  the 
lure  of  the  major  leagues.  Dave  has  always  wanted 
to  be  an  Air  Force  pilot.  He  wanted  it  so  much  he 
enrolled  in  the  ROTC  program  al  Western  New 
England  College.  He  was  commissioned  in  May 
but  doesn't  have  to  make  his  final  decision  for  a 
little  while. 

"I'm  not  scheduled  to  repon  for  duty  until  May 
of  '91,"  Dave  said.  "If  I  pitch  well  and  the 
Dodger's  invite  me  to  the  instructional  league  in 
October  and  spring  training,  I'll  have  to  decide 
what  I  want  to  do." 

*   *  *  * 

When  the  phone  rang  at  Dave's  house  in 
Ridgefield,  CT,  with  the  word  that  he  had  been 
drafted,  ii  was  better  news  than  he  had  hoped  for. 
"The  Dodgers  were  always  one  of  my  favorite 
teams,"  he  says.  "Not  only  was  I  lucky  enough  to 
get  drafted,  but  I  was  going  to  get  a  chance  to  play 
for  the  team  that  I  grew  up  liking." 

Nol  only  are  the  Dodgers  one  of  Dave's 
favorites,  but  Los  Angeles  has  one  of  the  best  fami 
systems  in  baseball  and  they  are  renowned  for 
producing  great  young  pitchers.  In  fact,  when  Dave 
reported  to  Vero  Beach,  Florida,  for  a  ten-day  mini 
camp,  he  was  being  watched  and  tutored  by  none 
other  than  Dodger  greats  Sandy  Koufax  and 
Johnny  Podres. 

Dave's  day  in  Vero  Beach  began  with  break- 
fast at  8:00  a.m.  "I've  never  eaten  so  well  and  so 
much  in  my  life,"  he  says.  "They  even  had  some-

one  take  your  tray  at  the  end  of  the  serving  line  and 
walk  you  to  your  table  and  set  it  for  you!" 

After  breakfast,  the  60  players  that  had  just 
been  drafted  by  the  Dodgers  would  all  dress  and 
take  the  field  for  an  hour  of  stretching,  exercises, 
and  running.  Dave  would  then  work  with  the  other 
pitchers  on  various  drills  for  another  hour. 

After  the  lunch  break,  everyone  would  lake 
batting  practice.  "Usually  the  pitchers  would  go 
down  to  the  cage  and  work  on  bunting,"  Dave 
remariced.  "I'm  going  to  be  the  world's  greatest 
hunter  before  I  leave  here." 

The  work  day  done  al  2:30,  the  players  would 
have  die  rest  of  the  day  to  lounge  around  or  take 
advantage  of  the  facilities  in  Dodgenown,  includ- 
ing swimming  pools,  tennis  courts,  sauna,  and  an 
18-hole  golf  course. 

"They  treat  us  like  kings  there,"  Dave  says. 
"Everything  is  taken  care  of  When  I  report  to  my 
team  when  the  camp  is  over  they  will  put  me  up 
for  a  couple  of  days  and  then  I'll  have  to  find  a 
place  to  live  with  some  of  the  other  guys." 

Great  Falls  is  in  the  Pioneer  League,  a  rookie 
league  with  teams  in  Medicine  Hal,  Alberta 
(Toronto  Blue  Jays);  Butte,  Montana  (Texas 
Rangers);  Billings.  Montana  (Cinncinati  Reds); 
Salt  Lake  Cily.  Utah  (Independent);  Pocatello. 
Idaho  (Independent);  and  Idaho  Falls  (Atlanta 
Braves).  Dave  will  have  lo  adjust  to  bus  rides  that 
last  as  long  as  15  hours  and  playing  in  front  of 
crowds  much  larger  than  he  played  for  al  WNEC. 

"Great  Falls  has  won  the  league  lille  the  past 
two  seasons,"  Dave  says.  'The  town  is  really 
behind  our  team.  They  expecl  a  big  crowd  on 
opening  day."  The  Dodgers  play  in  Legion  Park 
and  average  over  2000  fans  for  every  home  date. 
+  *  *  * 

Dave  was  recruited  to  Western  New  England 
College  by  Pat  Ricci,  who  coached  al  WNEC  for 
14  seasons  before  leaving  to  enter  private  business 
in  San  Diego,  CA,  after  Dave's  freshman  season. 

"What  put  us  on  to  Dave  was  a  friend  of  mine 
thai  had  seen  him,"  Ricci  said  in  a  recent  telephone 


conversation.  "Dave  had  written  a  letter  expressing 
interest  in  the  school  and  I  became  involved." 

Ricci  also  coached  Kevin  HiUy  '  81 ,  the  only 
other  WNEC  athlete  drafted  by  a  professional 
leam.  "I  knew  the  potenrial  was  there  right  away," 
Ricci  said.  "David  had  professional  size  when  he 
was  a  freshman  and  he  was  intelligent  enough  to 
leam  what  we  were  trying  lo  teach  him." 

Bill  Kolodziey  has  been  Dave's  coach  for  the 
past  three  seasons  and  has  seen  the  righthander 
hone  his  skills,  losing  jusl  one  game  in  each  of  the 
last  three  campaigns.  "He's  worked  very  hard," 
Kolodziey  says.  "For  the  three  years  I  coached 
David  he  was  very  conscientious  about  his  condi- 
lioning  and  keeping  himself  on  a  regular  pitching 
program." 

Jim  Graffam,  athletic  director  al  Westbrook 
College  in  Maine,  watched  David  from  the  other 
side  of  the  field  as  an  opposing  coach.  "He  was  die 
most  feared  NAIA  pitcher  for  the  last  two  seasons. 
Every  team  was  afraid  lo  face  David  in  the  play- 
offs. God  really  blessed  him  with  a  great  ann  and  I 
think  he  has  done  himself.  Western  New  England 
College,  and  the  NAIA  proud." 

Dave  has  only  reached  first  base  on  his  trek 
toward  the  "show."  He  still  has  several  more  nmgs 
to  climb  on  the  minor  league  ladder,  but  he  has 
reached  a  place  that  most  of  us  only  dream  of 

"I'm  excited  about  playing  professional 
baseball,"  Dave  says.  "I  can'i  believe  how  well  we 
are  treated,  even  ai  this  level.  I'm  jusl  going  to  try 
to  tiirow  as  well  as  I  can  and  see  what  the  Dodgers 
think  at  the  end  of  the  season."
